I have been rather busy since 
I’ve been here and haven’t had 
much time to write.

I haven’t too much 
to write about but will try and 
tell you about my work. I am an 


electrician on aircraft and it’s 
a nice field to be in 

The base itself is located be- 
tween Alpena and Tawas City. 
It is a relatively small base, but 
at least it’s close enough so that 
I can get over to East Jordan 
every once in a while. 

I have been up in several of 
the planes here, but since the 
base is small, we don’t have en- 
ough room for big planes. 

Wiring these planes requires 
a lot of time. We have to keep 
them in top shape even though 
they are almost new. To give you 
some idea of the job, there are 
22 miles of wiring in them. They 
would be impossible to wire with- 
out a diagram. 

It sure gives you a funny 
feeling when you tear something 
down like that and rewire it and 
wonder if it will ever run. But 
when it comes to life, so to speak 
before your eyes, and you know 
it must be working fine, it gives 
you a sense of accomplishment 
and perhaps you learn something 
you never knew before.
